The  -lessex  \7ater  Board  is  responsible  for  the  public 
water  supplies  in  the  district. 

All  the  houses  in  the  town  have  a  piped  mains  water 
su.pply  and  no  house  is  dependent  upon  a  standpipe  supply. 

The  supplies  remained  adequate  and  satisfactory  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  samples  for  bacteriological  examin¬ 
ation  taken  by  the  Board,  ninety  one  samples  were  submitted 
for  examination  by  your  public  health  staff. 
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Twenty-five  satnples  were  taken  from  the  two  private 
water  supplies  in  the  town  used  for  industrial  purposes. 


DRAINAGF.  AND  SEFTIRAGE 


A  new  recirculating  pump  for  the  sewage  works  was 
authorised  by  the  Council  to  improve  present  standards 
of  effluent  and  to  meet  improved  standards  which  may  be 
demanded  by  the  Somerset  River  Board. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


There  are  foup  sets  of  public  conveniences  in  the 
district.  All  are  supplied  with  wash  hand  basins  with 
a  cold  water  supply.  Paper  towels  and  soap  are  av^able 
from  a  slot  machine  . 

One  convenience,  for  females,  in  each  set  is  free 
of  charge. 

It  is  regretful  tliat  some  members  of  the  public  do 
not  treat  these  facilities  with  the  respect  or  care  due. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


House  Refuse  The  Council’s  scheme  provides  for 
the  collection  of  house  refuse  weekly  and  disposal  by 
controlled  tipping. 

Salvage  Seventy  three  tons  of  paper,  almost  two 
tons  of  rags  and  six  tons  of  metal  were  collected  during 
the  year, 

Tox^ards  the  end  of  tlie  year  the  Council 
decided  to  discontinue  salvage  collection  as  being  unec¬ 
onomic  and  interfering  with  the  operation  of  the  nex''/  ref¬ 
use  vehicle.

OFFICES.  SHOPS  &  RAIULAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1965 


This  important  public  health  measure  came  into  oper¬ 
ation  during  the  year. 

Surprisingly,  unlike  other  Acts  designed  to  improve 
the  environmental  condition  of  persons  or  employees,  e.g. 
the  Public  Health  Acts  or  the  Factory  Acts,  public  health 
inspectors,  as  such,  Yiere  not  referred  to  in  the  Act,  nor 
was  any  specific  duty  placed  on  the  medical  officers  of 
health. 
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Neverthlesp,  under  a  medical  officers  general  stat- 
■utor3?'  dutjr  to  comtiient  in  this  report  on  ’any  other  matters 
on  which  he  may  consider  it  desirable  to  report 
I  feel  that  it  is  not  inappropriate  to  comriient  on  the 
working  of  this  Act  in  your  district. 

The  Council  appointed  two  inspectors  under  the  Act, 
both  being  your  public  health  inspectors,  one  of  whom 
was  appointed,  principally  with  the  obligations  of  this 
Act  in  mind.  By  the  end  of  the  year  seventy  six  visits 
were  made  by  them  in  relation  to  the  Act,  which  included 
seventeen  detailed  (general)  inspections.
